He 
said that death was due to the sling.

arkana citizens which included Judge 
A. P. Steel, a Mrs. Williams, Mr. 
and Mrs. Crockett and Ralph Bailey 
of Hope. 


Witnesses said Mrs. May's two young 


sons, age 14 and 16, were in the boat 
with her when thc accident occurred. 


Thc body was taken to Texarkana.

in the soil conservation program is the 
fact that local people—the farmer 
themselves^-h^ive taken the leudershij 
in their ov/n hands," Dr. Bennett de 
clared.
